No Secret Orders. 


ToiiEDo, Ohio, Sept. 23.—Excitement 
is at white heat in the little village of 
Hicksville, near this city, over the ex- 
pulsion of thirty-three members from 
the United Brethren church because of 
the affiliation with the G. A. R. and 
other secret societies, in opposition to 
the laws of the church. 
When the mat- 
ter came up for final action there was a 
heated debate, but the thirty-three mem- 
bers were expelled by a majority vote of 
the members present. 


The affair is likely to cripple the 
church, as the expelled members are 
men of inflnence. 


Discussing Tobacco. 


PLANFIBLD, Ind., Sept. 23.—The con- 
cluding business session of the western 
yearly meeting of Friends was held yes- 
terday. The tobacco-using habit came 
up for consideration, and some interest- 
ing statistics were read on the subject. 
Tbie conference has a membership of 
13,200. Of this number 1,400 are ad- 
dicted to the habit and expend annually 
$¡20,000 for tobacco. A resolation con- 
taining a clause condemning all secret 
societies was adopted. 


The Anarcliist's Cases. 
CHICAGO, Sept. 23 —Gen. Roger A, 
Prior was quoted in yesterday's dis- 
patches as saying he was undecided 
what form of appeal he would take in 
the anarchist's cases, but he should at- 
tack the constitutionality of Dlinois law 
regarding the construction of the jury.

Edward P. Doherty, who ia naw an 
Indian trader on the Cheyenne Biver, 
Dakota, held J o ^ Wilkes Booth in his 
arms wlien he died. He was in com- 
mand of the company which captured 
him. 
Mr. Doherty thus tells the 
story: 


"I was a lieutenant then in charge of 
my company, and had been in hot pur- 
suit of Booth ever since he rode from 
Washington. 
We knew he was, or had 
been, in the neighborhood where we 
captured him, but had no definite idea 
where he was hiding. 
On the after- 
noon of April 25, 18G5, I was riding ut 
the head of the few soldiers with rae, 
along a country road, when by chance 
we met a person who told us where 
Booth was hiding. 
We had already 
left the house five or six miles in the 
rear. 
That night, or rather the next 
morning about 
4 o'clock, wo 
sur- 
rounded the bam where he was con- 
cealed. 


"It was a kind of tobacco house, and 
rather smalL 
Of course he was on 
the alert and heard us closing in upon 
him. 
We called upon him to sur- 
render, but he refused. 
Some one set 
fire to the barn and I rushed up to the 
door. 
Booth's companion came for- 
ward and surrendered to me. 
At this 
juncture the soldiers were closing in 
rapidly, and none too soon, for Booth 
raised his gun to shoot me when the 
report of Corbett's rifle rang out clear 
and sharp upon the morning air. 
The 
actor fell forward as I rushed to him 
and caught him in my arms. 
The ball 
had penetrated his head in almost the 
same spot where he had shot Lincoln. 
I lifted him in my arms and carried 
him out of the burning barn. 
I spoke 
to him, but the only words he uttered 
were: 
'Useless! Useless!' 
I think he 
had reference to the surrender of his 
companion and that he meant resistance 
would be useless. 
He waved his right 
hand when uttering the words, as if he 
would have his companion leave. 
He 
evidently believed him a traitor. 
He 
sank back into my arms unconscious 
and shortly afterward died. 
I sewed 
his body up in my army blanket and 
went with it to Washington. 
His face 
was not badly mutilated, as reported, 
and he was recognized beyond question 
as John Wilkes Booth. 
His body was 
not spirited away, but kept a long time 
in Washington, and finally carried to 
Baltimore. 
It now lies in a cemetery 
there. 


"I received quite a sum of money as 
parlr of the reward offered for his 
capture. 
Many 
stories 
have been 
written about the death of Booth, but 
the bare details I have given you are 
correct. I remember that night,though, 
as if it were yesterday, and the picture 
of that burning barn, the fatal shot, 
and Booth's death is vivid still."
